Thus I was expos'd to the Mercy of the 
Waves, and ſtruggled for my Life, all the 
reſt of the Day and the following Night, 
Next Morning I found my Strength gone, 
and deſpair'd of ſaving my ſelf, when a Ware 
threw me happily againſt an Iſland; the Bank 
was high and rugg'd, fo that I ſhould ſcarcc- 
ly have got up bad it not been ſor ſome 
Roots of Trees, which Fortune ſeem'd to have 
preſerv'd in this Place for my Safety, Being 
ot up, I ly down upon the Ground halt 
ead, until ſuch time as the Sun appear'd. 
Then tho' I was very feeble both by reaſon 
of my hard Labour, and want of Victuak, 
I crep'd along to ſee for ſome Herbs fit to eat, 
and had not only the good Luck tofind ſome, 
but likewiſe a Spring of excellent Water, 
winch contributed much to recover ime, Al- 
ter this I advyanc*'\ further into the Iſland 
and came at laſt into a fine Plain, where 
ceiv'd a Horſe feeding at a great Di- 
ance. I went towards him, betwixt Hopes 
and Fear, not knowing whether I was going 
to loſe my life or to ſave it. When came 
near I pcrceiv'd it to be a very fine Mare tied 
to a Stake, Wuhilſt Ilook*d upon her, I heard 
the Voice of a Man from under Ground, who 
immediately 8 to me, and ask d who 
I was, I gave him an Account of my Adven- 
ture, after which taking me by the Hand, he 
led me into a Cave, where there were ſeveral 
other People, no leſs amaz'd to ſee me, than 
I was to fee them.

When Night 
came on, I went into a Cave where I thought 
I might be in ſafety ; I Ropp'd the mouth of 
it, which was low and ſtrait, with a great 
Stone to prelerve me from the ts;

$7 R, ſays ſhe to the Sultan, Sindbad conti- 
nucd the Story of the Adventurcs of his

I afterwards 
took the largeſt piece of Meat I could find

carried me to the place where they 
ſtaid altogether, and there having opened my 
Bag, they were ſurpriz d at the largeneſs of 
my Diamonds, and conſeſs d, That in all the 
Courts where they bad been, they never ſaw 
any that came near them. I pray'd the Mer- 
chant to whom the Neſt belong'd whither 1 
was carricd, for every Merchant had his own, 
to take as many for his ſhare as he pleas d; 
he contented himſclf with one, and that too 
the leaſt of em; and when I preſs'd him to 
take more without fear of doing me any inu- 
75 No, ſays — I am very well ſatisfied with 
this, which 1: valuable enongh to ſave me the 
trouble of making any more Voyages to raiſe 4. 
great a fortune as 1 deſire. 

I fpcnt the Night with thoſe Merchants, to 
whom I told my Story a ſecond time, for the 
fatisfattion of thoſe who had not beard it. 
1 could not moderate my Joy wheftT tound 
my ſelf delivered from the dangers I bare 
mention'd, I thought my ſelf to be in a dream, 
and could ſcarce believe my felt to be out of 
hazard. 

The Merchants had thrown their pieces of 
Meat into the Valley tor ſeveral Days. And 
each of em being ſatisfy'd with the Diamonds 
that had fallen to his lot, we ſeſt the place 
next Morning altogether, and travell'd near 
high Mountains, where there were * 


* — — ͥ — 
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of a prodigious ſength, winch we lat the good 
Fortune to eſcape. We took the firſt Port 
we came at, and came to the Ifl- of Koba, 
where the Trees grow that yicld Camphire. 
This Tree is fo large, and its branches fo 
thick, that 1co Men — fit under its 
Shade. The juice, of which the Camphire is 
made, runs out from a hole bor d in'the = 
per part of the Tree, is receiv4 in a Veſſcl 
where it grows tb a conſiſtency, and becomes 
what we call Camphire 5 and the Juice thus 
drawn out, the Tree withers and dies. 
There is in this Iſland the Rhinoceros, a 
Creature leſs than the Elephant, but greater 
than 'the Buffalo ; they have a*Horn upon 
their Noſe, about a Cubit long; this Horn 
is ſolid, and clett in the middle from one end to 
tother, and there is upon it white draughts 
reprelenting the figure of a Man. The Khi- 
noceros fights with the Elephant, runs bis Horn 
into his Belly, and carries him oft upon his 
Head, but the Blood and the Fat of the Ele- 

ant running 1nto his Eyes, and making him 
dlind, be falls tothe Ground; and that which 
is aſtoniſhing, the Roc comes and carries them 
both away in her Claws, to be meat to her 
young offes. 3 
I paſs over many other things peculiar to 
this Ifland, left I ſhould be troubleſome to 
you. Here I exchang'd ſome of my Diamonds 
for good Merchandice. From thence we 
went to other Ils, and at laſt having touch d 
at ſeveral mn Towns of the firm Land, 
we landed at Balſore, from when 1 went to 
Bagdad. Ther: I 'mmediatcly gave great Alms 
to the poor, and i'd honourably upon the 


valt Richcs I bad brought and gain'd with 0 
much 
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much Fatigue. Thus Sad ended the Story 
of his Second Voyage, gave Hindbad another 
100 Sequins, and invited him to come next 
Day to hear the Story of the Tlurd. The ret 
of the Guetis return'd to their Homes, and 
caine again the next Day at the ſame Hour, 
and to be ſure the Porter did not fail, baving 
by this time almoſt forgot his former Poverty. 
When Dinner was over, Sindbad demanded 
Attention, and gave them an Account of his 
Third Voyage, as follows:

T H E Pleaſures of the Life which I then 
led, ſoon made me forget the Risks I had 
run in my two former Voyages; but being 
then in the Flower of my Age, I grew wcary 
of living without Buſineſs, and hardening m 
ſelf againit the Thoughts ot any Danger 
might incur, I went rom Ba2dad with the 
richeſt Commoduics of the Country to Balſg- 
74. There I cimbark'd again with other Mer- 
chants. We made a long Navigation, and 
touch'd at ſcveral Ports, wiere we drove a 
conſiderable Commerce. One Day being 
out in the main Occan, we were attack d by 
a horriblz Tempett, which made us loſe our 
Courſe. The Jempeſt continued ſcveral Days, 
and brought us beforc the Pot ot an Iiland, 
where th: Captain was very unwilling to en- 
ter, but we were obliged to calt Anchor 
there. When we had furl'd our Sails, the Cap- 
tain told us, That Ps, and lome other Neigh- 
bouring 
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bouring Iſlands were inhabited by hairy Sava- 
ges, Who would ſpeedily attack us; and 
though they were but Dwarfs, yet our Misfor- 
tunc was ſuch, that we mult make no Re- 
ſiſtance, for they were more in number than 
the Locults, and if we happen'd to kill one of 
them, they would all fall upon us and deſtroy 
us. Here Day beginning to appear, Schrb:- 
Nd: broke oft her Story, aud continucd it 
next Niglit as ſollows.

TI Diſco ſe of the Captain, ſays Sind- 

bad, put the whole Equipage into a great 
Conſternation, and we found very foon to 
our Coſt, that what he told us was but too 
true. An innumerable Multitude of f:ight- 
ful Savages cover'd all over with red Hair, and 
about Two Foot high, came Swiming towards 
us, and — fed our Ship in a little tune. 
They ſpoke to ts as they came near, but we 
under not their Language; they chmb'd 
up the ſides of the S ip with to much Agility 
45 lurpriz'd us. We bcheld all this with a 
morta} Fear, witbot daring to offer at de- 
tending our ſelxes, or to ſpeak one word to 
divert them from their nuſchievous Deſign. 
In ſhort, they took down our Sails, cut the 
Cable, and hawling to the Shore, made us all 
go out, and afterwards carried the Ship into 
another Iſland, from whence they came. 
All Travellers carefully avoided that Iſland 


where 
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where they left us, it being very dangeiot: to 
ſtay there, for a tcaſon you {hall hear anon, 
bur we were forc'd to bear cur Afﬀhction 
with Patience. | 

We went forward into the Iſand, where 
we found ſome Fruits and Herbs to prolong 
our Lives as long as we could, for we cx- 
pected nothing but Death. As we went on 
we perceiv'd at a dittance a great pile of 
Building, and made towards it.

He ſlept thus till the Morning; for our farts 
it was not poſſible for us to enjoy any rclt, 
ſo that we paſſed the Night in the molt cruel 
fear that can be imagin'l. Day being come 
the Giant awak'd, got up, went out, a 
icft us in the Palace. 

When we thought him at a diſtance, then 
we broke the melancholy ſilence we had kept 


all Night, and cvery one grieving more than 


another, we made the Palace to reſound with 
our Complaints and Groaus.

Our Condition was fo very terrible, that fe 
yeral of my Comrades deſign'd to throw 
themſelves into the Sea, rather than dic o 
ſtrange a Dcath, and thoſe who were of this 
Mind ar;ued with the reſt +0 follow their Ex- 
ample. Upon which one of the Company 
anſwer'd, That we were forbid to drfroy our 
ſelves ; but allowing it to be lanful, it wat more

Having thou? ht of a projctt for that end» 
I communicated the ſame to my Comrades, 
who ap pio d it, Brethren, ſaid I, 5 know 
there's 4 great deal of Timber floating wpon the 
Coat i you'll be advir'd by me, let us make 4 
veral lnats of it that may carry mi, and when 
they ave done, leave them there till we think 
fir to make wſe of them. In the mean time 
we will execute the deſagn to deliver our ſelwes 
from the Giant, and if it ſucceed, , may ftay 
here with patience till 2 Ship paſs by that 
carry us ont of this fatal Iſland; but if

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F.oats, and put to Sea, I confeſs thet by cf 
ing our ſelves to the fury of the Mme, we un

and wc made Floats capable of carrying Ihuce 
Pcrſons each. 

We return'd to the Palace towards the 
Evening, and the Giaut arriv*d a little while 
after.

But at 
laſt reveng'd our ſelves on the brutiſh Giant 
thus.

and having provided a Stock of Goods fit 


for the Places where I deſign'd to trade, I 
ſet out on my Journey. I took the way 


of Perſia, of which I travel'd ſeveral Pro- 


vinces, and then arriv'd at a Port where I 
| N embark'd. 
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embark'd. We ſct ſail, and having touch'd 
at ſcveral Ports of Terra Firma, ſome of 
the Eaſtern Iſlan ls, we put out to Sta, and 
were iciz:d by ſuch a ſudden Gult of Wind 
as obliged the Captain to furl his Sails, and 
to take all other neceſſary Precautions to pre- 
vent the Danger that threat ned us. But all 
was in vain, our Endeavours took no Effect 
the Sails were tore in a thouſand pieces, a 
the Ship was ſtranded, fo that a great many 
of the Merchants and Scamen were drown'd, 
and the Cargo Jolt.

theit own Hunger, and tell a cating with 
greedincſs. But] luſpeRing ſome trick would 
not ſo much as taſte it, which happen'd well 
for me, for in a little time after, I percciv'd 
my Companions had loft their Senſes, and 
that when they ſpoke to me, they knew not 
what they ſaid. : 

The Blacks fed us afterwards with Rice 
prepar'd with Oil of Cocoes, and my Com- 
radcs who had loſt their Reaſon eat of it 
greedily, I eat of it alſo, but very ſpating- 
ly. The Blacks gave us that Herb at firſt on 
purpole to deprive us of our Senſcs, that we 

might not be aware of the lad Deſtiny pre- 
pat d for us, and they gave us Rice on pur- 
poſe to fatten us, for being Cannibals their 
deſign was to eat us as ſoon as we grew Fat. 
They did accordingly cat my Comrades, win 
were not ſenſible of their Condition. But 
my Senſes being entire, you may caſily gucſs, 
Gentlemen, that mnttcad of growing Fat, as 
the reſt did, I grew Leaner every day. The 
ſear of Death, under which I labour'd, tum 
all my Food into Poiſon, I fell into a lan- 
guiſhing Dittemper, which prov'd my Safe- 
ty; for the Blacks having kill'd and eat u 
my Companions, ſceing me to be Wirher'd, 
Lean, and Sick, deterr'd my Death till ano- 
ther time.

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Mean while, I had a great deal of Liberty, 
fo that there was ſcarce any notice taken of 
what I did, and this gave me an opportunity 
one Day to get at a diſtance from the Houſes, 
and to make m 2 An Old Man who 
ſaw me, and ſuſpected my Deſign, call'd to 
me as loud as he could to return, inſtead 
of obeying him, I redoubled my pace, and 
gy got out of his ſight. At that time 
there was none but the old Man about the 
Houſes, the reft being abroad, and not to 
come home till Night, which was pretty uſu- 
al with them. Therefore being ſure that they 
could not come time enough of oy me 
I went on till Night, that I ffopt to reli 
a little, and to cat ſome of the Proviſions 
that I bad taken care for, but I pray bt 
forward again, and Travelld Seven Days, 
avoiding thoſe places which ſeem d to be in- 
habited, and hv'd for the moſt part 
Coco Nuts, which ſery'd me both for t 
and Drink. On the Eighth Day I came near 
the Sea, and ſaw all of a fudden White Peo- 
ple like my ſclt gathering of Pepper, of which 
there was great Plenty in that place, this I 
took to be a good Omen, and went to them 
without any ſcruple. Scheherazade broke off 
here, and went on with the Story next Night, 
as follows.

I lrave you to 
gueſs at the Exceſs of my Joy, It was uct 
that I could ſcarce perſwade my iclt of its be- 
ing Real. | 

ut when I was recover'd from my Sur- 
prize and convinc'd of the Tnuth of the Mat- 
ter, I found the thing which I had tollow'd, 
and heard puff and blow, to be a Creature 
which came out of the Sea, and was accu- 
ſtomed to enter at that Hole to feed upon the 
Dead Carcaſlcs. 
I confider'd4 the Mountain, and perceiv'd 
it to be ſituated betwixt the Sea and the 
Town, but without any Paſlage or way to 
communicate with the latter, the Rocks, on 
the {ide of the Sca were fo rugg'd and ſtecp.

Shoar, and ty ing them up neatly into Bales, 
with the Cords that let down the Catfins, 
I- laid them together upon the Bank, 
waiting till ſome Ship paſs'd by, without 
47 fear of Rain, for it was not then the 
Seaon. 


Aſter two or three Days 1 perceiw'd a 
Ship that had but juſt come out of the Har- 
bour, and 418 d near the Place where I 
was. I made a Sign with the Linnen of 
my Turban, and call'd to them as loud as 
I could : they hcard and ſent a Sloop to 
bring me on Board, hen the Mariners 
ask*d by what Misfortune I came thither, 
I told them that 1 ſuffer'd Shipwreck two 
Ons ago, and made ſhift to get aſhoar 
with the Goods they ſaw. It was happy 
for me that thoſe People did not conlider . 
the Place where I was, nor enquire into 
the Probability of what I told them, 
but without any more ado, took me on 
board with my Goods, When I came to 
the Ship, the Captain was ſo well plzas'd 
to have ſav'd me, and fo much taken up with 
his own Affairs, that he alſo took the Story of 
my pretended Shipwreck upon Truſt, and 


generouſly rcſu: d ſome Jewels which I of- 
fer d him. 


We paſs d by ſeveral Iſlands, and among 
others that call'd the Iſle of Beli, about ten 
Days Sail from Seren dil, with a regular Wind, 
and Six from that of Kei, where we landed. 
This Iſland produces Lead-Mines, Indian 
Canes, and excellent Camphirc, 


The 
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The King of the Iſle of Kela is very Rich 


and Potent, and the Iſle of f B,, which 


is about two Days Journey in Extent is alſo 
ſubject to him. The Inhabitants are fo Bar- 
barous that they ſtill cat Human Fleſh, Af- 
ter we had finiſh'/d our Commerce in that 
Iſland, we put to Sea again, and touch'd at 
ſeveral other Ports; at laſt I arrived happily 
at Bagdad with Infinite Riches, of which it is 
needlefs to trouble you with the Detail. Out 
of Thankſulneſs to God for his Mercics, I 
gave great Alms for the Entertamment of ſe- 
yeral Mcſques, and for the Subſiſtance of the 
Poor, and imploy'd my ſelt wholly in Enjoy- 
ing my Kindred and Friends, and making good 
Cheer with them. 

Here Sindbad finiſh'd the Relation of his 
Fourth Voyage which was more ſurprizing 
to the Company than all the three former. 
He gave a New Preſent of 100 S:quins to 
Hindbad, whom he pray'd to return with the 
reſt next Day at the ſame Hour to Dine with 
him, and bear the Story of his Fifth Voyage.

In the mean time the Two Rocrapproach'd, 
with a trightful Noiſe whict they redoubled, 
when they ſaw the Egg broke, and their 
Young one gone. But having a Mind to 
avengc tbemſelves, they flew back towards 
the Place from whence they came, and dii- 
appear'd for ſome time, while we made all the 
Sail we conld, to prevent that which unhap- 
pily betel us. 
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They return'd, and we obſerv'd that each 
of em carried betwixt their Talons Stones, or 
rather Rocks of a Monſtrous Size. When 1 
came directly over my Ship, they Lover, 
and one of em let fall a Stone, but by the 
Dexterity of the Steerſman, who turn'd the 
Ship with the Rudder, it miſs'd us, aud fal- 
ling by the ſide of the Ship into the Sea, divi- 
ded the Water ſo that we almoſt conld ſee to 
the Bottom. The other Roc to our Misſortunc 
threw the Stone ſo exactly upon the Middle of 
our Ship, that it ſplit in a thouſand Pieces, 
The Mariners and Paſſengers were all kl" 
by the Stone, or ſunk.

Thus I ſrent belt 
part of the Night in fretting and reproaching 
my ſelf for my Imprudence in not ſtaying at 
home, rather than undertaking this latt 
Voyage. Theſe Reflections carried me ſo far, 
that I began to form a Deſign againit my 
own Life, but Day-ligbt diſpers'd thoſe Me- 
lancholy Thoughts, and I got up and walk d 
pong the Trees, but not without Apprehicu- 

ons 


When Ia a Fitle adranc'd into the 
Hand, I ſa an old Man, who to me ſeem'd 
very weak and feeble.” He fat upon the Bank 
of a Stream, and at firſt I took im to be one 
who had been Shipwreck'd as my ſelſ. I went 
towards him and ſaluted him, but he only 
bow'd his Head a little.
